A full answer to that question | 
would almost certainly explain 
many things and it is important 
that we should seek the answer. 

It is evident that when the Axts 
ignored the destroyer deal, Hitler 
was convinced that he could con- 
quer Great Britain before the prom- 
ises of American support, made by 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Willkie, 
could be made good.
